Indian Commissioner Price’s Interesting 
Report for the Current Fiscal Year—Con- 
gressional Stinginess—Faces and Facts 


Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnmorox, November The fiscal year just 
past has been a remarkable one in its developments, 
in the possibilities of Indian education. The school 
year just opening sees nearly 15,000 little Indians in 
school. The report of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs shows that between twelve and thirteen 
thousand were in schools last year, two thirds of the 
number through governmental aid, and the remain- 
der by State, church and private assistance. The 
limited appropriations for Indian education by the 
last Congress are suchas to render any consider- 
able increase in the number impossible, but it is 
hoped the growth of the system may be such as to 
bring the number up to the sum total mentioned 
above. Few people realize the excellent work being 
done by the Department of the Interior in this re- 
gard. the active workers in the cause being the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs, Hon. Hiram Price, and 
the head of the Indian School, Captain 
Pratt. So quietly, yet effectually, has the 
educational experiment been carried on by these 
officials and those who have assisted them, that it is 
considered no longer an experiment, buta true 
solution of the “Indian problem.” 

“Experience in education is what they need,” said 
Capt. Pratt, the bead of the Carlisle School, to 
your correspondent a few days since. We have 
tried theory education for more than a century, and 
it does not reach the need.”

Those addresses merely claim that it 
is absolutely certain that there is a decisive 
plurality for the CLEVELAND electors in New 
York, and assure the people that no alteration 
of the returns by corrupt falsification of the 
records of the State will be permitted or sub- 
mitted to. 

Now, if it is wrong for a party committee to 
talk thus, how much worse is it for the Repub- 
lican candidate to issue such a pronunciamento 
as Mr. BLAlxn sends out in the Associated 
Press dispatches from Augusta. At that great 
distance from the returns he claims that he has 
carrried New York by a plurality of 1,500, and 
that there can be no doubt about it. 
He also declares that the Democrats intend 
and are threatening to control the election re- 
turns in the interest of their party and to take 
the vote of the leading Northern State by 
fraud. In the same connection he appeals to 
sectional and party feeling by parading him- 
self as the choice of the Northern States by a 
majority of 300,000 votes, and intimates that 
the other States are carried for his competitor 
by bullduzing and lawlessness. 

The whole spirit of his address is precisely 
that which he has often displayed in ruthlessly 
setting aside Democratic returns whenever his 
party could gain power thereby. It is a direct 
appeal to the spirit which perpetrated the great 
fraud of 1876. It is a distinct declaration that 
he still justifies that fraud and is ready to lead 
his party to a repetition of it. 

But Mr. BLarneE mistakes the temper of the 
people, and the Democratic Committee has 
good reason to assume that the fraud 
of 1876 cannot be repeated and 
will hardly be attempted now by either party. 
The counting and certification of New York's 
votes is an official act to be performed, not by 
party committees, but by the responsible of- 
ficers of the State, under the supervision and 
direction of her courts, and there is no room 
for doubt that her electoral votes will be given 
to the candidate that is lawfully entitled to 
them. There is no taint of fraud on Governor 
CLEVELAND’s record. The best men of the 
Republican party will not this time sustain any 
effort to count Mr. BLA in by fraud, and 
the people can rest assured that the present 
Governor and State officers of New York will 
not permit any forgery of her verdict in this 
election. 


A TALE OF TWO DISTRICTS. 

The re-election of ex-Governor CuRTIN in 
the Twentieth Pennsylvania District and the 
defeat of GRAVES in the Fifth Missouri show 
the difference between consulting the wishes of 
the majority of the party in naming the candi- 
date and foisting a candidate on the voters by 
a mere machine nomination. 

The method by which the nomination was at 
first taken from CURTIN was precisely the same 
as that by which a clique in Kansas City has 
for years prevented the majority of Democrats 
in that district from controlling the party nom- 
ination for Congress. The two counties of 
Centre and Clerficld, which were for CURTIN, 
contained a majority of the Democratic voters 
of the district. But, by splitting up the prima- 
ry vote with several candidates, an opportunity 
was made for the other four counties to com- 
bine ona Mr. HALL and nominate him over 
CURTIN. But when Mr. HALL saw that his 
nomination was clearly contrary to the prefer- 
ence of a majority of the Democratic voters, he 
magnanimously withdrew in CURTIN’s favor, 
and the latter was elected by the united vote of 
the party. 

In the Kansas City District, however, where 
the party has long been rent in twain by com- 
mittee dictation and resistance. thereto, Mr. 
GRAVES held on to a counterfeit nomination 
manufactured in open and defiant disregard of 
the preference declared by the Democratic vot- 
ers at the primaries: The consequence is, that 
again, as in 1880, a Republican has been elected 
to represent that overwhelmingly Demecratic 
district in Congress. If this second rebuke 
does not teach the Bourbon politicians of Kan- 
sas City the necessity of showing some defer- 
ence to the will of Democratic voters, and of 
paying some little respect to a fair expression of 
that will, it should at least teach candidates to 
beware of questionable nominations.

THE INDEPENDENT VOTE. 

It cannot be denied that the defeat of Mr. 
BLAINE is largely the work of the Indepedent 
Republicans. Thousands of Democratic votes 
were driven from CLEVELAND by the cry that 
he was against the workingman and had com- 
mitted himself to monopoly doctrine in his veto 
of the Five Cent Fare bill. Other thousands 
were coerced into voting for BLAINE by the 
power which monopolists wield over multi- 
tudes of dependents. There is also a certain 
element of so-called Democrats who admire 
BLAIxE's methods and are in sympathy with 
his associations. ; 

Besides all these stragglers from the Demo- 
cratic ranks, itis reasonably certain that an 
unknown number of Democratic votes, aggre- 
gating many thousands, were traded to BLAINE 
by the faction bosses who were striving for the 
glittering prize of the New York May- 
oralty. It was for this purpose that 
the Republican majority in the New 
York Legislature last winter conferred 
such enormous power and patronage on the 
New York Mayoralty and made it the prize it 
is, They knew a Democratic Mayor would get 
it. But they knew that two powerful Demo- 
cratic factions, Tammany and the County De- 
mocracy, would strive desperately for it, and 
that this strife would certainly mean a trade of 
ten, twenty or thirty thousand Democratic 
votes to the Republican electoral ticket. 

The inroads made on Democratic territory by 
masterly organization, by potent combinations, 
by money and by machine power, have been 


immense, and tho Independent vote which has 


made good these losses in the contested States 
must have been correspondingly large. That 
it has secured the defeat of such a master poli- 
tician as BLAINE and overcome the mighty 
forces under his command, is an impressive 
lesson that will not be lost on the politicians of 
the country. 

It teaches that moral prestige is not a played 
out thing” in American politics, It contradicts 
the ELxins theory that success is nowa® mere 
matter of effrontery and money. It teaches 
that no matter how reckless from success, or 
how depraved aud besotted from long tenure of 
power a party may become, the little remnant 
of conscience lingering within it cannot be safe- 
ly defied and set at naught. It may speak with 
only “a still, small voice” in the party conven- 
tion, yet swell toa thunderous rebuke at tho 


ballot-box.

THE BLAINE IDEA. 

BLAINE has never been a safe leader for his 
party. He has never been more unsafe than he 
is now in his mistaken attempt to lead his party 
into the false and humiliating position of a 
fraudulent claimant. 

His protest is based on the fact that the face 
of the returns shows that his opponent is 
elected. The presumption of correctness can be 
offset only by proof, He has no proof. He has 
not even an allegation of fact. Without one 
word or figure to sustain his claim he cries 
fraud. * 

What does this mean? If it means that the 
fact of an adverse count is an evidence of 
fraud, this would put a dangerous weapon into 
the hands of his enemy in case the count went 
against BLAINE. Nobody believes that the un- 
supported theory of fraud will help BLAINE if 
he is defeated. But now that BLA has 
sanctioned the use of this appeal the Demo- 
crats would have good warrant for using it if 
they should need it. 

Is the claim of fraud“ an appeal to any 
lawful tribunal? Ifso,.what is the tribunal? 
Does Mr. BLAINE expect to win his case before 
the State Board of Canvassers? Or does he ap- 
peal to the national House of Representatives? 
Has he strengthened his case before eitner of 
these tribunals by coming before them with his 
remarkable theory that a Democratic majority 
is ipso facto fraudulent? 

This idea is characteristic of BLAINE, but 
Republicans would do well not to fall into the 
trap. If they do not win honestly they can not 
win in any other way, andthe BLarIne idea 
merely amounts to a confession that they have 
not won honestly, and to an assertion that they 
must win some other way. 


BOROUGHS AND COUNTIES. 

Mr. GLADSTONE’sS scheme of redistribution, 
out of which the Conservatives are trying to 
make such a bugaboo, is by no means a radical 
measure of representative reform. As the 
2,000,000 of new voters added to the constituen- 
cies are mainly county householders,he proposes 
to increase the county members from 283 to 
365, and to decrease the borough members from 
360 to 204. Of the 82 new county members En- 
gland is to have 59, Wales 3, Scotland 4 and 
Ireland 16. Of the borough seats England loses 
53, Wales 3 and Ireland 16, while Scotland gains 
6. At present in England the county members 
represent an average population of 74,400; in 
Wales, 58,500; in Scotland, 65,100; in Ireland, 
66,600. The borough members represent in En- 
gland an average population of 41,900; in 


Wales, 32,200; in Scotland, 68,500; in 
Ireland, 24,000. The proposed change 
would make the average popula- 


tion to each county member 56,800 in England, 
49,500 in Wales, 57,800 in Scotland, and 53,200 
in Ireland, while the average to each borough 
member would be 59,100in England, 39,100 in 
Wales, 41,400 in Scotland, and 43,300 in Ire- 
land. The change gives England 4 and 
Scotland 10 new votes, but the population ay- 
erages show that Wales and Ireland have no 
right to complain of this increase. Ireland will 
still have 101 members, or one to 46,200 of pop- 
ulation, and Wales 30 members or one to 44,- 
300, either having a more liberal allowance 
than England or Scotland. The principal fault 
of the scheme is the extent to which the bor- 
oughs are still favored in all parts of the United 
Kingdom, save in England. But the Parnell- 
ites oppose the bill because it takes from Ire- 
land 16 borough seats and gives ber 16 new 
county members, which is regarded as an at- 
tempt to gerrymander PARNELL’s followers 
out of Parliament. 


JUST as we had gone to press with our latest 
edition yesterday, the BLAINE claim burst out 
afresh in the shape of a pronunciamento from 


New York Tribune, that the count of the votes 
gave BLAINE a plurality. Asan item of news 
this could not be overlooked, and as a matter 
of public welfare it is of the highest 
importance the people should have full and 
early information of every move in the game 
of politics which is now being played in New 
York. It looked like the outbreak of a direct 
conflict and we were prepared to issue editions 
all night if such was the case. It turned out 
to be a mere flash in the pan, a blaze of straw, 
a false alarm, and there was nothing more to 
it. But the event showed that whenever there 
is anything going on that the people ought to 
know, the Post-DisPpaTcu is ready to let them 


know it. 

Ir GROVER CLEVELAND should fail by a ein- 
gie vote to carry New York, the combined 
Democratic pressure of the country could not 
make him accept the Presidency. If he carries 
New York by a single vote, the combined Re- 
publican clamor of the country will not make 
him yield the Presidency. That is the kind of 
a man he is; asking for only what is right, and 
submitting to nothing wrong, from foes or 
friends.

M. Rovssit, the well-known French bicyclist, has 
just accomplished on the tricycle what is considered 
a remarkable feat. He made the distance from Pau 
to Aire, 211 miles, accompanied by a friend, iu twen- 
ty-four hours. This is declared the longest distance 
ever made in the time with this machine, and is the 
more remarkable as M. Roussit is over 50 years of 


age. 


Tre London World, however, comes to the front 
with what it considers a more remarkable feat. 
Major Knox Holmes, a gentieman 78 years of age, 
rode 115 miles in ten hours on a stretch, on a bicycle. 
Atthe same rate he would have distanced the 
Frenchman in the same time the latter took. 


A piscovery, which, if true, will prove of great in- 
terest to artists and art - lovers, is claimed to have 
been made by an Exeter hairdresser. He pur- 
chased nct long ago three pictures from a furniture- 
maker for a sovereign each, which had been 
stowed away for over fifty years. They wére de- 
clared by several judges of art to be works of J. W. 
M. Turner, and he was offered $7,000 for the three. 
He has placed them on exhibition, and has asked 
the judgment of London experts. They represent 
interior views of Exeter Cathedral. Ruskin thinks 
the pictures are Turner's. 

Sometimes it is possible it seems to have too good 
streets, as there appears to be in Paris. The Figaro 
had a squib in one issue, which asserted that a re- 
porter during two hours’ observation saw 257 horses 
fall on the grand boulevards near the Opera. The 
falis were due to the smoothness and slipperiness of 
the roadway. 


Tre Italian Government is very much exercised 
over the immense emigration of Italian people to 
foreigu countries, especially South America. The 
authorities just now are very anxious to 
find emigrants with which to fill 
up their colonies, but cannot do so, although 
the tide toward America is apparently unchecked. 
Within the past year little less than 200,000 Italians 
have left their native country to find homes in new 
lands, This is thought all the more remarkable, as 
the Italians are proverbially proud and fond of the 
sunny land of their birth 


Tue canton of Appenzell in Switzerland is literal- 
ly a paradise for hunters at present, owing to the 
vast number of chamois with which it is filled. 
They are so numerous astohave done serious 
injury tothe crops and to have become veritable 
pests. Itis principally the French-speaking dis- 


 tricts that they infest, and the French Government 


has applied to the Federal Council for permission 
to hunt them down, 


The French jury bids fair to outstrip the Amer 
ican jury in its vagaries in the way of verdicts. 
Two queer conclusions are reported in late French 
papers. At Finisterre a worthless, drunken brute 
was tried for the murder of his wife. It was proven 
that the wife drank and that the pair quarreled. 
It was also shown that on the occasion of the mur- 
der the husband and wife quarreled and the hus- 
band in a fury of rage beat the woman to death 
with pieces of furniture. He was acquitted. In 
another case tried at the assizes of the Seine a man 
killed a woman with whom he was llving for desert- 
ing him, and he was acquitted. 


SEVERAL of the Paris newspapers are feeling sore 
over a hoax which was played on them and which 
almost resulted in a duel or two from the violent 
discussions which ensued. The Mayor of St. Ger- 
main dismissed a local functionary tor disrespect 
to the Republic. The man was an old office-holder 
and a great deal of sympathy was aroused for him 
by the conservative partisans inthe town. As he 
was a strong Catholic, the local paper publish 
what purported to be a decree of the Prefect of the 
Seine-et-Oise, suspending the Mayor from his office 
for disrespect to the Catholic religion. The papers 
of Paris took up the occurrence and denounced or 
praised the government for its ac 
tion in accordance with thier sympa- 
thies. After they had wrangled themselves 
into angry states of mind, the Mayor informed them 
that he had not been suspended at all, and was not 
in danger of suspension. 


Tur Italian Government is the butt of a good deal 
of ridicule just now from the people on account of 
a practical joke of which it is the victim. A few 
traders at Assab, an Italian settlement on the Red 
Sea, concluded that they would have some fun out 
of the home Government, and, gathering up some 
negro slaves inthe markets, dressed them up and 
sent them off tothe Turin Exhibition as a Prince 
and his retinue, representing Assab. The Prince 
was dubbed the Emir Abdallah. The supposed dis- 
tinguished afhicous were received with great cere- 
mony by the authorities. They were feted ana 
banqueted; presented with handsome gifts, and all 
of their expenses were paid. It leaked out who the 
visitors really were and an immense amount of 
amusement was created thereby at the expense 
of the Government officials. 


SATURDAY CHAT. 


A very interesting problem has arisen from the 
staking of hats on the result of the election. As a 
rule the wager is worded so as to mean a hat, leav- 
ing entirely undefined and uncertain the cost of the 
article. Now, the vexed question is, when a hat is 
staked between two men without mention of the 
cost, what kind of a hat can the winner claim? 
There ought to be some fixed standard, as the hat is 
a very popular stake, and a great many discussions 
would be saved. As a matter of course it is a ques- 
tion on which only two votes can be cast, and they 
represent two diametrically opposite interests. The 
prejudiced opinions differ. Some contend that a 
silk hat is always meant, while others are equally 
sure that an average hat is always meant. On the 
one hand, in case of a contest, the receiver can get 
the hat and have the bili sent to the loser; and on 
the other hand, as in the case of a young man who 
got a $20 sealskin cap, the loser can refuse to pay. 


Inu there is a popular impression that men 


office holders, to whom a change of administration 
means a loss of livings, and those whose financial 
schemes are more or less dependent on the result of 
the election, there is a large division of men who 
have large sums placed on the result, and to whom 
a decision on the wrong side means serious finan- 
cial embarrassment. I know of men who, in the 
excitement of the time, put their all on 
the election, and who will suffer from the loss. I 
have seen men in the last few days shaken like 
leaves at every rumor, and turn white and pallid 
as if facing ruin, at an adverse report. Thisis not 
betting for fun, but in serious earnest. Of course, 
no one believes that any trouble will occur of a 
bloody nature, but there are many things to put 
men in a fighting humor on a close and doubtful 
contest with chances of foul play, 


I po northink any one has explained the remark- 
able phenomena observable in the political betting 
for a few weeks before the election. It was inex- 
plicable, In the first place odds of 100 to 80 were 
offered that New York State would go Democratic, 
New York State was considered by all sensible men 
essential to the success of either candidate, and yet 
odds of $100 to $50 were offered freely that Blaine 
would be elected. In other words, large odds were 
offered in Cieveland’s favor on the State conceded 
to be pivotal and which has been demonstrated to 
be so, and on the other hand larger odds were of- 
fered in Blaine’s favor on the general result. There 
was no logic, no reason and an entire lack of shrewd- 
ness usually predominant in betting men in these 
conditions. 


A PROMINENT and shrewd Republican politician 
said he could not account for the 
unreasonable state of the odds, but that it 
could be explained only on the ground that there 
was an impression over the whole country that, let 
New York go as it pleased, the Republican party 
could not be ousted, and he added that a few more 
years of this impression would insure the perpetuity 
of Republican rule, which at the present outlook is 
not likely. 


Tux truth is, there is only one way to bet on an 
election to make money, and that is to carefully re- 
press your sympathies, stuff your pocket with 
money and lie in wait for an enthusiastic idiot to 
make offers. Most of the foolish bets made on an 
election grow out of ardent discussions, and a vio- 
lent statement is backed up at an invitation to put 
up or shut up. There is no kind of betting in which 
so much lack of judgment is shown. One has only 
to stand around a bulletin-board and hear the wild 
offers made to find countless channels in which 
ready cash would be useful to a cool head. 

Ir has been amusing to note the see-saw state of 
spirits prevailing during the past three days. The 
days were divided into two distinct periods, because, 
curiously enough, the morning's have been invari 
ably full of encouraging Democratic reports and 
the afternoons aud evenings full of Republican 
rumors, owing, as is generally supposed to the 
»monkeying“ of the Associated Press. In the 
morning one rode down town with alot of jubilant 
Democrats, and he saw nothing but broad Demo- 
cratic smiles until noon, while the Republicans looked 
like a pack of hungry dogs around a butcher shop. 
About noon a telegram would bob up somewhere 


figuring a plurality for Blaine and 
an entire reversal of feeling would 
take place. By evening one would ride 


home witha lot of cheerful Republicans, confidently 
expecting tosee a rooster in the right place by 
morning. 


Tus is very kind on the part of the newsgathers, 
because it gives both sides a chance to celebrate 
and help trade. Isawa badge peddler who had 
sold out a stock of Cleveland badges in the morning 
and then had sold out another stock of Blaine 
badges in the evening, while the bands and the ban- 
ner men profited in the same way. In a suburban 
village near the city, I understand a merchant had 
his stock of crape cleaned out by a lot of disgusted 
Republicans and laid in afresh one just in time to 
sell it to a lot of disgusted Democrats. 


Aua all the complaints of the uncertainty and 
slowness of returns, I have not heard of any from 
the newsboys.

With us, as you know, 
it is justly deemed bad breeding to speak of the 
cost of anything we possess; but in American a 
lady will tell you in the most commercial lan- 
guage, and with unabashed directness, the cost 
of ber dinner service, or the jewels she wears, 
or of the horses she drives. All through the 
West, on the far away plains, there are vill- 
ages of a few hundred people which are called 
„Cities.“ It is impressive to say oue lives in a 
city. Years ago, in America, a city was 
a corporate town, with municipal  offi- 
cers, and all their machinery 
a measurably large population. 
‘ity has rapidly attained to the hope and ad- 
venture implied in this affix off city.“ Just us 
Chicago was the talk and boast of the West 
twenty years ago, so is this vigorous commun- 
ity the talk and boast of the West to-day. Our 
American friends make a singular, as well as 
frequent use of the two words unique“ 
and “phenomenal.” I am perfectly aware that 
a vernacular use of words often differs from 
their literal meaning, and that one must endure 
the affliction of hearing refined, useful and 
aptly descriptive phrases vulgarized and indis- 
criminately used. It has come to this pass that 
one hears of any fact or occurrence as unique“ 
or ‘“‘phenomenal.”- These are the words used as 
DESCRIPTIVE OF KANSAS CITY. 

The town itself and the surrounding villages 
contain a population of 150,000 so and its 
people its, commerce and its wealth have in- 
creased fourfold in a decade. This is most 
certainly very exceptional, and it does fore- 
tell a prosperous future. The natural location 
and the artificial advantages of the place mark 
it as the seat of a vast population and industry.

I could never get accustomed to the slash bang 
way in which the meals are served; no more 
would I wish to habituate myself to eating my 
principal meal at noon. It was v gen- 
erally the custom for gentlemen ladies 
alike to leave the dining hall with toothpicks in 
their mouths, but I had not before seen the 
waiters using these offensive appliances. How- 
ever, most.of the negro waiters had them in 
their mouths, and once my waiter kept his in 
use while waiting upon me. 

In due time I called upon my good friend 
whom I found well seated in a federal judicia 
chair, and who is living handsomely, though 
almost isolated in this far Western town. Hav- 
ing for many years resided in Washington, his 
family were despondently and gloomily feeling 
the absence of the material conditions of re- 
fined society.

A Railway Built by Stealth. 
From the London Times. 


Herr Kiepiert gives the following particulars, 
in the Geographical Review, published at 
Brunswick, of a short line of railway in China, 
which did not share the fate of the line between 
Shanghai and Woosung. He says that the line 
in question, which is only seven anda half miles 
long, and which was constructed almost by 
stealth, is in the Province of Tcheli, and is used 
for conveying the coal from the mines of 
Kaiping, situated about 70 miles to the north- 
east of Tien-Tsin, and 105 miles to the east of 
Pekin. The Viceroy, Li Hung C „was 
anxious that his coal should be used for the 
imperial navy, for the arsenals in the Province 
of Tcheli, and for the vessels of the Chinese 
Merchant Steam Navigation Company, instead 
of the Jupan coal. The'simpiest plan would, of 
course, have been to connect Tien-Tsin and Kai- 
ping by means of a railway, but the Chinese 
would not allow the English engineers who had 
been called in to do this, and insisted upon 4 
canal being cut. This canal, which has indirect- 
ly been of some service, as it had the 
effect of ini the very marshy district 
through which it is cut, could not be brought 
right up to the mouth of the mine, so the En- 
glish engineers were allowed to make a railway 
over the last few miles. But when the line 
was made the authorities insisted upon the 
trucks being drawn by mules, for they would 
not hear of a locomotive which the engineers of 
the line had procured scary § employed. This 
went on for some time, but they have now giv- 
en way, and two or three fresh engines have 
been brought over from England. The Kaiping 
mine is worked upon very scientific principles, 
being provided with all the most improved safe- 

The galleries are twenty miles in 
length, and there are seven miles of tramway. 
The supply of coal is practically inexhaustible, 
but the quality of it varies very much, and the 
Tieu-Tsin steamers have to get theirs from 
Japan. The mine from which they might have 
got the coal they wanted is only safe with pat- 
ent lamps, and as the Chinese will always break 
the glass in order to light their pipes, the work- 
ings have been abandoned. The cost of the coal 
at the pit’s mouth is only nine shillings a ton, so 
that several manufactories have been establish- 
ed in the neighborhood. The mines give em- 
ployment to 1,000 men, nine-tenths of whom 


work under ground, and, thouh not yet g suc- 
cess financially, it seems likely to be ve ne- 
ficial to the district.

Something About the Personality of 
the Famous Authoress. 
From the Rambler. 


The real name of this extraordinary author 
and woman is Mile. Flora de la Rame, and her 
home, as 2 knows, is in Florence. She 
comes of an old Huguenot family which emi- 
grated to England after the edict of Nantes, 
and hence, although her race is French and her 
residence in Italy, her own tongue is this En- 
glish which she uses with such force and prodi- 
gality. Her villa stands about eight miles out 
of Florence, on a littie hill on the way toward 
Pistoja. The house is stucco, like all the Flor- 
entine villas, and is two stories in height, with 
a broad veranda at the front entrance; from 
the door one enters into a high, square hall 
which reaches to the top of the house. Around 
this open the various apartments. On the left 
side is the reception-room. In this reception- 
room she sits on Monday afternoons and re- 
ceives her visitors, the few people who now 
come to see her. This little reception-room is 
not furnished at all in the Florentine manner,

She is full of eccentricities one 
of which is a very great fondness 
for dogs, of which she keeps a dozen, 
who swarm about her as she sitsin the recep- 
tion-room, licking her hands, and begging for 
the delicsvus little cakes which she gives with 
her tea to visitors. When she first came to 
Florence she was very popular, and drove every 
day in the Cascine, dressed in white—an inter- 
esting and curious figure in tury Tew spite of 
the fact that she always had reputation 
of saying but little, and keeping her ideas for 
her books. Of these she writes as funds are 
wanting, and writes in early morning hours, 
beginning with 5 Oclock and receives from 
2,000 to £3,000 for each novel she publishes.

Others say it is 
overdrawn, but her knowledge is known to 
have been gained under the auspices of a cer- 
tain celebrated English colonel, whose very in- 
timate friend she was at the time.

away. Such work as this is artistic in a sense, 
and its place in the world, be its influence 
what it may, and when all the speculation and 
discussion is over, there is wonder still remain- 
ing that from this poor and meager little earth- 
ly frame there should come pouring out to us 
in such a molten stream the experience and 
thought and loves of such a passionate and 
luxurious soul.

PRESIDENT SMITH. 

Mr. Lewis H. Smith, President of the New York 
Petroleum Exchange and Stock Board, was born at 
Monticello, N. V., in 1831. At the age of 17 he be- 
gan his career in the hardware trade at Phelps, 
Ontario County, where he remained up to 1856. 
Thence he went to Columbus, O., remaining about 
two years, when he embarked in the cattle business 
in Illinois and Iowa. For nine years Mr. Smith car- 
ried on the very profitable business of raising and 
shipping cattle, from wnich he reared a large fort- 
une, with which he entered the oil regions in Penn- 
sylvania in 1865. Fromthat time on for several 
years prevailed the great oil excitement, when 
millions of dollars were made in a single week, and 
with his indomitable pluck and ready capital Mr. 
Smith succeeded in coming in for a goodly share of 
the profits. For many years he continued in the 
oii traffic, both as producer and speculator. Four 
years ago he came to New York, and was immedi- 
ately elected President of the Exchange, which. by 
his energy and close attention, has increased its 
membership to about one thousand. Each year 
since Mr. Smith has been re-elected, and it is owing 
to his farsightedness that the exchange has grown 
to its present important position. Itis only about 
four weeks since the Stock board has been made an 
adjunct, and already the sales reach upward of 
25,000 shares a day. Mr. Smith is also President of 
the Anchor Oil Company of Pennsylvania, which 
has a capital of a million dollars. He is a most 
genial man to converse with, being well informed 
on most any subject, and while he is immensely 
popular among the members, his impartiality and 
just rulings render him a very desirable presiding 
officer.

Mr. J. Edward Simmons, President of the New

few years he came to New York. His knowledge of 
financial matters led him to engage in the bank- 
ing and brokerage business, and he became a mem- 
berofthe New York Stock Exchange. Having 
accumulated a competency, Mr. Simmons retired 
from the firm with which he was connected, but re- 
tained his seat inthe Exchange, and always took a 


deep interest in its affairs. During the panie of last 


spring, when the presiding officer of the Exchange 
was, by reason of business reverses, compelled to 
resign, Mr. Simmons was called from bis retirement, 
nominated for president and elected by the most 
complimentary vote ever given any of his predeces- 
sors. Since his election Mr. Simmons has given his 
undivided attention to the duties of the important 
position which he so satisfactorily fills. Being a 
man of very decided character, quick to discern 
and prompt to act, his administration of the affairs 
of the Stock Exchange has given general satisfac- 
tion. The best evidence of his success is the fact 
that he is admitted to be one of the most popular 
presiding officers the Exchange has ever had.

Telegraph to the Fost-Dispatch. 
pe Aap my td November 8.—The State Depart- 
ment hasjreceived some valuable information from 
its consular representative at Bristol, England, re- 
garding the Government telegraph system of En- 
glan d, and its workings. This is especially interest, 
ing just now, in view of the prospective effort at 
the coming session of Congress for the adoption of 
a Governmental system of that character in this 
country The report begins by detailing the oppo- 
sition offered to the adoption of the system and the 
purchase of private lines which are striking in their 
similarity to the objeetions which have been urged 
in this country. The opponents of the measure were, 
as they are here at the present moment, chiefly the 
telegraph companies, which urged that the appro- 
priation of their property just as they had succeed - 
ed in establishing it and making it profitable, was a 
great outrage. They also claimed that the Govern- 
ment would not foster inventions and research and 
the growth of the system and electrical science as 
private companies would; that there was danger of 
the system being prostituted to political purposes, 


and that secresy would be impossible. 

The result of the fourteen years trial of the sys- 
tem has been to dispel all doubts in favor of its 
value, even in the minds of those who had so vigor- 
ously opposed it in the first p.ace. The biil for its 
purchase did not compel the sale of all files. ip so 
many words, but was so shaped that it resulted in 
the sale by all the companies. 

THE PRICE PAID. 

It allowed to each the h ghest quoted price that 
their stock had brought in the markets on any day 
during the year that the purchase took place (1863), 
and added to that the estimated profit for a term of 
twenty years, makinga liberal alowance for the 
prospective growth of business and profits. The 
result was that the Government paid an enormous- 
ly high figure for the lines then in existence, the 
aver..ge rate paid being $416 56 per mie, while the 
68,000 mies of wire owned by France at that time 
cost her but $65 77 per mile, or only about one-sixth 
as much. The amount paid for the telegrapu ines 
then in existence in the Un.ited Kingdom was over 
$32,000,000. The rates established were twenty-four 
cents for twenty words to avy part of the United 
Kingdom. Where parties addressed were not 
residing at the telegraph office the tele- 
grams were to be sent by wire as near as possible 
aud then forwarded by maii or special messenger 
as o:. dered by tue sender, the cost for messenger 
being 12 cents per mile, there bei g no extra 
charge for maii transportation. The secrecy of the 
telegraph was kept inviolate by a law tuflicting a 
severe purishment, a year or more in prison, for re- 
vealing the contents of any message. 

“as TO THE RESULT,” 
he says, the advantages derived by ‘the people 
were commensurate withthe cost. The telegraph 
offices were more than doubled in number during 
the first year of Government control, and have since 
been opened promptiy in every pace where tue 
pubiic convenience bas required it. Large additions 
were immediately madeto mileage and to the stock 
of appliances, and the naturai resuit of the increased 
facilities and the cheap rate was a largely increased 
use of tue telegraph. The last year the companies 
had the wires, tne number of messa:es was six 
millions. and the average annual! increase during 
their controiis 15 percent. The population of 
the United Kingdom has increased since the trans- 
fer in 1870, 18 per cent. while in that time the num- 


ber of telegrams have increased from 
6,000,000 to 32,000,000, or over 500 
per cent. At the average rato under the 


companies, the increase would have been at about 
half this ratio. In 1871 an average of twenty-seven 
letters was delivered to each inhabitant iu the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, against thirty-six in 183. In 1871 one 
third of a telegram was transmitted for eaca innab- 
itant, aga nst eight-ninths of one in 1882. So we see 
that while the proportion of letters has increased 
one-third, the proportion of telegrams has increased 
one and two-thirds, or five times as much. The 
Government telegraph has not only been seif-sup- 
porting since its inception, but has justified every 
claim m its favor made even by its most entuusias- 
tic advocate. It extends where, under private 
hands, it could not be expected to extend. 
IT COSTS LESS, 
under one management. than it would under many. 
It supplies more appliances for the same work than 
a private company and is more prompt; and, lastly, 
it gives all these advantages for less money than 
could be hoped for under other ownership than that 
of the State. The arguments and predictions of the 
opponents of the project came early 
to grief. The liberal payment of the Government 
disposed of the cry of confiscation and unjust inter- 
ference. It has never been even whispered that the 
telegraphs have ever been used (or political purposes. 
Ihe people look with surprise on atime when the 
claim was made that companies could be intrusted 
better than the State with the secrets of the wires. 
The engineers of the department in control of the 
telegraph have kept in the forefront of electrical 
science, and every meritorious appliance has been 
— as it appeared. indeed, having public con- 
venience rather than dividends before their eyes, 
they have been more ready than a private company 
to exchange expensive impiements for better ones. 
ze press is on a better footing than ever be- 
ore, 
THE PROVINCIAL PAPERS 
frequently and regularly obtain from one of the two 
great news organizations offers of a report of some 
special thing at $5 a column. This includes tele- 
graphing and all. and I believe is cheaper than any- 
where else in the world, though I do not speak from 
the book. The press outside of London is a umt in 
favor of Government control and the opposition 
there simply springs from the loss of their old pre- 
eminence as news monopolizers which they held 
through costiy special te.ezrams, now just as ac- 
cessible to every provincial sheet as to them. 
We turn now to the United States. Thegreater 
the distances the greater the use of the telegraph; 
the fewer the other means of communication the 
more constant the employment of tue wire. Under 
these two principles we shouid expect to find there 
afar more general use of the telegraph than in 
the United Kingdom, but instead of this we find, in 
1881, a difference of only 3,000,000 in the number of 
messages, with a difference in population of 20.000,- 
000 and an incalculabiy greater fleid, with conditious 
far more favorable. And why is not the telegraph 
more largely used in the United States? Clearly, 
because facilities are lacking and rates are high: 
And clearly they are as they are because the income 
has been used for dividends on unduly swelled capital 
rather than for building lines, opening offices and 
reducing rates. And clearly the only remedy is in 
government control.

THE FENCE CUTTING 
which did Texas so much hurt in the Fast, and the 
country ge.erally for that matter. was never fairly 
understood, It was a simple thing and has been en- 
tirely adjusted. In the first place, men of large 
means made tie intitial mistake, They wouid buy, 
Say, a section of land and fence in around it ten or 
twenty sections, In some cases a man would have 
tue county line surveyed and fence in that county, 
owning at most but a few sections. In one case a 
new man bought a tract and fenced in several 
miles square, and the inclosure con- 
tained the farm of an oid and 
respected settler. Such things of course could not 
last. The enciosed man cut his way out, and that 
was the start of fence-cutting in Tom Green County. 
The fence-cutters became incensed and went in turn 
to unreasonable extremes. They made war on 
every wire in sizht, cutting the fences of men who 
owned every inci they had enclosed. Orchard and 
house-fences went down, and in one case even a 
Cemetery fence was cut. The Legisiature was con- 
vened, and the fencing of land not owned by the 
builder of the fence was made penal, and every day 
it stood constituted a separate offence, and every 
succeeding five days was caiculated as doubly the 
first. Excessive fencmg was instantly abandoned. 
Fence-cutting was made a felony, so that any man 
who was caught cutting was liable to be shot, or if 
he escaped that he went to the penitentiary. The 
two influences have corrected the evil entirely. The 
Cattle Associations of our State have done more to 
enforce and maintain the jaws than all the State 
authority, and we hope to see the National organi- 
zation do us good service is securing to this interest 
the legislative recognition and consideration accord- 
ed to other lines of business.

„Vous, if I don’t prove she is dead I won't 
get the insurance. It is necessary for me to get 
the certificate of the doctor who tended her.” 
Thus spoke a plainly-dressed old lady who 
called at the Health Office yesterday. She was 
the proprietor of a baby boarding-house, and 
was in search of the certificate of the death of 
an infant that had been under her charge. 
“The child’s mother brought it to me,” she 
Said. and I kept it a long time. The woman 
failed to pay the board until she had got into 
my debt about $19. One day 1 went to the 
store aftera loaf of bread, aud while 1 was 
gone the mother came and took the chiid 
away. It has since died, and she is trying to 
keep me frgm knowing where its death oc- 
curred in order to keep me out of the insur- 
ance. If I would get that, however, it would 
nearly pay me for the child's board.” 

As she Anisbed speaking the woman took on 
her lap a neatly-dressed little child which ac- 
companied her, saying: “This is one of my 
boarders,” 

Ho much do you charge a week to care 
for babies?’ was asked of her. 

“Two dollars,” was the reply, and I do all 
their washing.” 

„Are they mostly the children of working 
women?’ 

No, not at all. The little one that died was 
the daughter of a woman who was never mar- 
ried, and she brought it to me to board.” 

“You spoke about the insurance. Why do 
you insure them?” 

“So that when they die on * hands I can 
give them a decent burial. Now, that little 
one taken away was about a year and a half 
old, and the insurance on it Amounted to over 
818. It costs only 5 cents a week to insure a 
baby, and the amount to be realized on its 
death varies with the age of the child.” 

Further investigation showed that there is an 
agency in Cleveland at which baby insurance 
is one of the branches of the business. circu- 
lars are issued by the agent showing the im- 
mense profits made on a small investment. 
Lasts are published of the children insured in 
Cincinnati, Cleveland, Dayton and other cities. 
There can be no doubt that the insurance busi- 
ness combined with the boarding house is a 
most profitable enterprise.
